DYSENTERY. 
By A. Jacosi, M. D., 

President of the New York Academy of Medicine, Clinical Professor of the 
Diseases of Children in College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, etc. 
The sufferings from dysentery are so intense, and the dangers from 

its acute or chronic state so threatening, that active measures must be 

taken at once. A brisk purgative ought to precede every other treat- 
ment. Castor oil in sufficient quantities, or calomel—according to 
age—in doses of from one to eight grains, will have a favorable effect, 
the latter acting both as a laxative and a disinfectant. The general 
rules of medicinal and hygienic treatment are those I laid down in 

my book on “The Intestinal Diseases of Infancy and Childhood” (G. 

S. Davis, Detroit, Michigan, 1889). It is these by which I shall be 

guided in most of the following remarks : 

The food must be liquid. Milk and strained farinaceous decoctions 
must be the exclusive diet for the first acute stage. It is on the gen- 
eral condition of the patient that the administration of other articles 
of food, such as jellies, beef or mutton-broth, egg or alcoholic and 
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medicinal stimulants (either general or cardiac), will depend in the 
course of the disease. 

Great sensitiveness of the left hypogastric region and local heat 
will be alleviated by the application of ice. Very young infants, how- 
ever, bear ice but a short time, whether applied to head or abdomen. 
I advise to watch the effect of the application either of the ice-blad- 
der or the ice-cold cloth. Now and then, even in adults, we meet 
with an idiosyncratic incompatibility with cold. That has to be taken 
into account. Indeed, quite often warm applications of either water 
or poultices prove more efficient in regard to the two indications, 
which consist in alleviating irritation and reducing temperature. 

The subnitrate and the subcarbonate of bismuth do not only cover 
and protect the mucous membrane, but have also a decided antifer- 
mentative effect. ‘Thus bismuth is surely indicated in irritated con- 
ditions of the mucous membrane; it seldom fails when given in suff- 
cient doses. There is no harm in sometimes giving it in such doses 
that part of the introduced material will pass through the entire length 
of the intestinal tract without undergoing decomposition. As its 
taste is not disagreable, it may be given together with tannin and 
opium ; the daily dose ought not to be less than one drachm or a 
drachm and a half (4.0 to 6.0). At the same time the passages ought 
to be examined as to their reaction. Abundant acid, so frequently 
found in the slightest intestinal anomalies, requires the additional ad- 
ministration of alkalies. In most cases carbonate of lime is prefera- 
ble to either magnesium or the carbonate or bicarbonate of sodium, 
the salts of both of which are apt to increase diarrhcea. Sometimes, 
particularly when the stomach can be relied upon, the salicylate of 
sodium may be added to the internal treatment. Beside the favora- . 
ble effect of the sodium in the intestinal tract, the salicylic acid may 
prove beneficial both by its antifebrile and disinfectant action. Salol, 
one or two grains, or resorsin, one quarter or one-half a grain, may 
take its place. The latter is better tolerated than the former, but sa- 
lol has a better chance to reach the lower part of the intestine. 

Opium. and its alkaloids are invaluable in the treatment of intesti- 
nal ulcerations. The objections to their use are decidedly exaggera- 
ted. Such accidents as have been reported in the journals as result- 
ing from the administration of opium must be attributed to the fact 
that the dose was either absolutely or relatively too large, compared 
with the idiosyncrasy of the patient. Dysentery both requires and 
tolerates larger doses of opium than an average diarrhoea, no matter 
whether the latter be the result of catarrh or ulceration of the small 
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intestine or the caecum, or the upper part of the colon. In this res- 
pect dysentery stands abreast almost with peritonitis. ‘The main in- 
dications are to relieve pain, reduce peristalsis and diminish the co- 
pious serous secretion; no other remedy fulfils all of them so well. 
For this purpose it ought to be given internally ; for enemata contain- 
ing opium may act favorably, but the more intense the tenesmus and 
the greater the hyperemia, or the more extensive the ulceration, the 
less reliance can be placed in its effect, and the amount of the opiate 
thus brought into real action cannot be estimated. Among all the 
opiates I prefer a tincture, or the wine, or opium in substance, Do- 
ver’s powder ; but rarely have I injected morphia under the skin. The 
effect of the drug is easily watched and controlled by commencing with 
moderate doses, not repeating them too often, and being guided by 
the effect obtained. If opium is to be discarded, opium with hyoscy- 
amus, or with belladonna, or hyoscyamus or belladonna alone, may 
take is place temporarily. Severe tenesmus may require the painting © 
of the protruding part with Magendie’s solution. 

Astringents may either be given in combination with opium or sep- 
arately, They are expected to pass wholly or partly through the en- 
tire length of the intestinal canal, thus coming into contact with the 
inflamed and ulcerous mucous membrane. Among those eligible are 
tannin, gallic acid and vegetables containing the same (ratanhia, cat- 
echu), besides subacetate of lead, nitrate of silver and pernitrate of 
rion. 

The daily dose of tannin, when it is to be taken for a long time in 
succession, is from ten to fifteen grains, subacetate of lead, five to ten 
grains, nitrate of silver one-fourth to one-half grain. The latter ought not 
to be given more than a week or two in succession, for fear of argyria, 
two cases of which occurred in my own practice, and of my own ma- 
king many years ago. All of these medicines are best taken, if pos- 
sible, in the form of pills. They appear to be better tolerated, and 
are certainly more effective. 

The use of keratin, when it becomes handier and cheaper, will fa- 
cilitate their efficiency to a considerable extent. 

Another antiseptic which I have frequently administered internally 
in every description of intestinal ulcerations, in both acute and chronic 
form, is naphthalin. For its doses, and the methods of its adminis- 
tration, and some account of its effect on intestinal ulceration in gen- 
eral, refer to the chapter on typhoid fever. We have to expect a great 
deal from such topical medication, and it appears that it will be one 
of the great refugees in all infectious diseases whose principal locali- 
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zation is in the intestine, as, for instance Asiatic cholera. With cre- 
olin I have no personal experience as yet. 

Adults will take from fifteen to seventy-five grains daily, in powders, 
capsules or mucilage. Children bear, as a rule, according to their 
ages, from one-half of a grain to two or three grains, every two or 
three hours, in some mucilaginous substance. Some do not bear it 
well, but when such is the case the stomach will give warning at once. 

The temperature will but rarely be so high as to require antipyretic 
medication. Frequent enemata will often reduce it effectively. Very 
young infants may demand an occasional dose of antipyrin or acetan- 
ilid (antifebrin) when the heat threatens either the nervous system or 
the normal structure of the tissues of the body. 

Consecutive paralysis requires a mild galvanic current in the begin- 
ning. The daily application both to the spinal cord and the extrem- 
ities need not exceed ten minutes; the electrodes must be large and 
the current reversed after five minutes. After a few weeks the inter- 
rupted current may be added the same length of time, but it must be 
applied to the paralyzed muscles only. Together with the latter, 
strychnia or (and) phosphorus may be used, in daily doses of one-thir- 
tieth of a grain in the case of child of four or five years. 

The local treatment of chronic dysenteric ulcerations requires the 
use of enemata. Their indications vary. They are to evacuate the 
bowels, or to reduce the irritability of the diseased intestine, or to ac- 
complish an actual cure. These indications cannot be fulfilled sep- 
arately ; sometimes two, sometimes all three, can be at the same time. 
The nature and quantity and the temperature of the liquid to be in- 
jected depend, in part, on the end aimed at, in part on the irritability 
of the individual intestine. Sometimes the bowel objects to the intro- 
duction of small amounts; sometimes, however, large quantities are 
tolerated very easily indeed. To introduce small amounts, the selec- 
tion of the syringe is a matter of indifference, provided the liquid enters 
the bowel gently and without pain. To inject large quantities, undue 
pressure and local irritation must be avoided. Thus the fountain syr- 
inge alone will answer; it ought to hang but a trifle above the level 
of the anus, say from six to twenty inches. The temperature of the 
liquid is not always a matter of greatimportance. Some recommend 
the injections to be ice-cold, some, however, tepid; both are frequent- 
ly recommended as panaceas. But the practitioner will soon ascer- 
tain that some bear and require the one, some the other, some, indeed, 
very hot ones. 

In my experience, for the large majority of patients tepid injections 
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answer best. Not rarely is the intestine in such a condition of irrita- 
tion that even small quantities of a very cold fluid are expelled at 
once. And again, there are cases in which enormous amounts of 
either cold or warm water are readily received. To accomplish the 
purpose of evacuating the bowel, plain water will often suffice, but 
three-fourths of one per cent. solutions of salt in water will usually 
prove more acceptable. Additions of bitartrate of potassa, or castor 
oil, have proved so uncomfortable in my cases that I have discarded 
them long ago. However, when the secretion of mucus on the rectal 
and intestinal mucous membranes was very large, one or two per cent. 
solutions of bicarbonate of sodium answered very well indeed. For 
the purpose of clearing the intestines, either of faeces or the morbid 
products, a single enema is sufficient. It ought to be repeated sev- 
eral times daily. When such mucus is secreted and tenesmus intense, 
it may be applied after every evacuation. In many cases the substi- 
tution of flaxseed tea or mucilage of gum acacia will prove advanta- 
geous. I have had to continue them weeks for both their evacuating 
and alleviating effect. When, however, the latter alone is aimed at— 
that is, when tenesmus is to be relieved—small quantities will usually 
suffice. An ounce or two of thin mucilage, or starch-water, or flax- 
seed tea, with tincture of opium, prove very comforting. Glycerin in 
water has been recommended for the same purpose. The former 
alone, or but slightly diluted, irritates, nay, cauterizes. It will require 
close judgment and individual experience to ascertain the degree of 
dilution, if it be used at all. 

When a local curative effect is aimed at, injections of small quanti- 
ties are sometimes insufficient. As the local lesions are often exten- 
sive, the amount to be injected must be pretty large. Almost always 
astringents are required. Sulphate of zinc or alumina, subacetate of 
lead, nitrate of silver, tannin, chlorate of potassium, ergotin, salicylic 
and carbolic acids and creosote have been recommended. Of the 
more common astringents I prefer alumina or tannin in one per cent. 
solutions. Creosote answered well in solutions one-half of one per 
cent. Salicylic acid resulted more frequently in pain than in benefit. 
Carbolic acid, in solutions of one-half of one per cent. has proved 
very beneficial, but I have learned long ago to be very careful in re- 
gard to its administration because of its poisonous effects, particular- 
ly in very young patients. 

Injections of nitrate of silver may prove useful in cases not quite 
acute. Before the solutions of a quarter of one per cent., or of one 
or two per cent. are injected, the intestine ought to be washed out 
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with warm water without salt. After the injection has been made it 
ought to be neutralized with a solution of chloride of sodium; it is 
still better to wash the anus and the portion of the rectum within easy 
reach with that solution before the medicinal injection be made. For 
even the mildest solutions, when acting on the sore sphincters are lia- 
ble to give rise to intense tenesmus when no such care has been 
taken. 

When the ulcerations are but few, or in the lower portion of the 
bowels only, small quantities suffice. But extensive lesions require 
large injections, the patient being on his side, or in the knee-elbow 
position. In these cases the nozzle syringe must be lengthened by 
attaching to it an elastic catheter, which is introduced as high up as 
possible, after the same plan that nutrient enemata are to be given. 
In a number of cases, both mild and severe, where neither the usual 
astringents nor nitrate of silver appeared to answer, I have been very 
successful these twenty years, when resorting to injections of subni- 
trate of bismuth. The drug is mixed with six or ten times its amount 
of water; of this mixture from one to three ounces (30.0 to 100.0) are 
injected into the bowel which has been washed out previously, twice 
or three times daily. The success was satisfactory, though a large 
portion of the injected mixture was soon expelled. 

Suppositories containing the above substances may prove benefi- 
cial. But in order not to irritate they must be so soft as to melt rea- 
dily. They may also contain some opium. But its admixture is not 
always sufficient to relieve the irritability of the rectum. Indeed, to 
accomplish this end opium must at least begin to liquify and to be 
absorbed, and absorption cannot be relied upon except where a part, 
at least, of the mucous surface is in a fair state of integrity. When 
no suppository can be tolerated, the painting with Magendie’s solution, 
or the injection of a small quantity of olive oil with tincture of opium, 
may still be tried. The local application of cocaine relieves pain, but 
the drug is readily absorbed, and great caution must be used in its ad. 
ministration because of its poisonous effects.—Archives of Pediatrics. 





TYPHO-MALARIAL FEVER. 
By Jno. W. TRADER, M. D., SEDALIA, Mo. 


Treatment.—Assuming that we have a case presenting the features 
of typho-malarial fever, we will adopt the plan of fortifying, as much 
as possible, all weak points and defending or attacking those that are 
most violently assailed by the oncoming malady. 


As before stated, in our somewhat incomplete etiological descrip- 
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tion, we will find the peculiar tongue. The pulse is full and bound- 
ing, and, at the same time, rather soft with a gaseous feel, or what 
some call a dicrotous pulse—a sensation as though the artery reboun- 
ded at every beat. 

The patient is dull—but little disposition to talk, and would rather 
be left alone. Notwithstanding we find the pulse one hundred and 
two or one hundred and three for the first few days. 

Liver, stomach and spleen somewhat enlarged and tender, nausea 
and vomiting always present and at times very annoying and hard to 
control. A thin pale diarrhoea with flocculent particles floating about. 
Urine scanty and highly colored, at times, and again changing, as the 
disease advances, to light amber. Occasionally bilious matter is vom- 
ited, but not often. 

We will now prescribe for the patient and see him again in twelve 
hours. 


R Carbolic acid cryst gr. viij. 
Squibb’s tinct. opii f 3v. 
Glycerine f 3}. 
Aqua menth. pip., q. s. ad, Ziv. 


M. Sig. ‘Teaspoonful every hour until the stomach settles, then 
give ro gr. antifebrin every three hours until fever subsides. 


We find upon our return that after the third dose of the above mix- 
ture the patient ceased to vomit, and has had only one action on the 
bowels. ‘The nurse informs you that after the powder was given the 
patient went into a profuse sweat and seemed very much better in 
every particular. But you will find that the disease has simply been 
surprised, and, as a matter of course, had its forces somewhat demor- 
alized, and the truce you now have is only a slight, and momentary 
cessation of hostilities to enable the enemy to gather together and re- 
form for another and more deadly attack. The pulse is one hundred; 
skin moist; temperature normal; patient quiet—as though feeling the 
effects of the opiate. ‘Tongue still dry, red and pointed. We con- 
clude that the patient is doing as well as could be expected, so we 
order the medicine continued, as the case demands, only giving the 
drops if he becomes restless, and another powder should the fever 
arise. We will see him again in the morning. But now comes the 
very unpleasant experience of every one, I suppose, who ever prac- 
ticed medicine. About one o’clock a. m. the telephone begins to ring 
as though it would “tear the house down,” and when you, shivering 
in deshabille, put the phone to your ear and halloo, you are requested 
to come out to Mr. B just as soon as you can. 

You find your patient raving—almost impossible to keep him in bed 
—the friends very much alarmed, and, as a consequence, of but very 
little aid to you in this battle. The bowels have moved unconscious- 
ly, the nose has been bleeding, and, altogether, you have a unpleas- 
ant state of affairs. The patient recognizes you and yields to your 
authority. You order the soiled linen removed while you prepare the 
following : 
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BR Brom. potass. gr. XXx. 
Squibb’s Ergot f 3ss. 
Squbb’s tinct. opii gr. xv. 
Aqua font. 3 Ss. 


M. Sig. To be given at once. 


You now take your seat by the bedside and request all the mem- 
bers of the family, except the father, to retire. The patient tries to 
get up, but your firmness and authority soon quiets him, and in 
twenty minutes he is asleep and resting easy. Let him rest. In 
about an hour you give him half teacupful of beef tea, and, if neces- 
sary, a teaspoonful of good brandy or whisky, and let this plan of 
nourishment be kept up at regular intervals of one or two hours, and 
give the carbolic acid mixture every hour or two, or often enough to 
quiet all nervous disturbance and control diarrhoea. Give a powder 
of antipyrin every six hours, beginning at two o’clock p. m. and ceas- 
ing at two a. m. 

Now that all is still, you can have time for a little reflection. Sup- 
pose that I had followed up the medicine with more promptness, after 
the first abatement of the symptoms, would it not have been better? 
Most assuredly. Here is where the mistake is too often made. 

You must not expect to break up, or cut short, an attack of fever 
of this kind. You must conduct it to a favorable termination and not 
try to cure it too soon. 

Do not give any quinine until thé tongue becomes moist and broad- 
ens out, when extended, and the point lies well down towards the 
chin. 

Localized organic trouble must be watched for and remedied at the 
onset. Do not become too dogmatic in your treatment and ever use 
the hypodermic syringe in these cases. Remove all sources of irrita- 
tion, as far as possible, and, while you must be firm and positive in 
what you do and say, let your conduct, at all times, be tempered with 
that best of all graces, a genuine Christian charity.—S¢. Louis Med- 
ical Journal. 





ERGOT IN OBSTETRIC PRACTICE. 


Professor John Spottswood Wellford of Richmond, Va., furnishes 
us the following in answer to our request for his views concerning the 
proper use of ergot in obstetric practice. He says: 

“Without going into the theoretical views of the action of ergot, 
there are some points which are of primary importance in a practical 
view. The normal uterine contractions are intermittent and of com- 
paratively short duration. The ergotic contractions are constant and 
steady, and almost tetanic. Consequently the child is subjected to 
persistent pressure, which, if continued for some time, produces death. 
This fact suggests one invariable rule for its use with regard to the 
child. Never give ergot until every impediment is removed for the 
speedy delivery of the child. Of course where the life of the mother 
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is so imperilled that the practitioner is justified in running some risk 
with the child, then it would be necessary, and ergot would be advisa- 
ble. But, under most circumstances, the use of the forceps would be 
then preferable. 

“In consequence of these views, which could be very much enlarged, 
the judicious use of ergot should be confined to the last stage of labor, 
but regulated by the condition of the patient. Ina multipara it might 
be useful as soon as the os is dilated, while in a primipara it should 
not be given until the second stage, and not then unless the soft 
parts are thoroughly relaxed. When I am satisfied that the parts are 
prepared for the speedy delivery, and there is no probability of any 
delay, I would have no hesitation in giving ergot until I produced its 
specific effect. 

“But there is one object to be accomplished by ergot which is not 
fully appreciated by some authorities—that is, the prevention of the 
post-partum hemorrhage and after-pains. Chloroform, which may, 
and I think, should be, given in nearly every case of labor, is liable 
to the objection that it may increase the tendency to hemorrhage. In 
every case, immediately after the expulsion of the child, the womb, as 
it were, exhausted by the throes of labor rests for a longer or shorter 
time to repair its strength ; and again, this inertia may occur after the 
expulsion of the placenta when the bleeding orifices of the torn ves- 
sels at the insertion of the placenta are still patulus for the want of 
uterine contraction. When profoundly anesthetized, this condition 
may be injuriously prolonged by the effect of the chloroform. To 
guard against such a result, I always give the ergot when I think that 
by the time it could be absorbed, and its specific effect be produced, 
the child would be either born, or so nearly so, that no injurious pres- 
sure could be exercised. By this means the expulsion of the placen- 
ta is hastened, the danger of adhesion is prevented, and the womb is 
cleared of all clots or pieces of the secondines, and firm contractions 
are permanently established. The danger of post-partum hemorrh- 
age is removed, and the womb being thus contracted, the multipara 
is placed in the same condition as the primapara, and she rarely suff- 
ers, after the effect of the ergot has passed off, with any after-pains, 
and the chances of complete involuticn are very much increased. 
Chloroform increases the relaxation, relieves the pain and sufferings 
both mental and physical, and, by the improved condition of the pa- 
tient, it diminishes the probabilities of infection. Ergot given in the 
way I suggest hurries the progress of the case, prevents any possible 
injurious effect of the choroform, produces immediate closure and seal- 
ing of the patulous blood vessels, bars the entrance of septic material, 
and secures, without the occurrence of after-pains, the subsequent in- 
volution. For these reasons both articles should really be used in 
nearly every case, as a routine practice, for the reason that normal 
labor is a physiological, not a pathological process, and thereby per- 
mits and requires a routine. 

“The dose necessary to secure the objects named is usually one 
teaspoonful of a reliable Fluid Extract mixed with about an ounce of 
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water, and repeated if necessary. Of course when the labor is linger- 
ing, after full relaxation of the soft parts has taken place; when the 
pains are suspended, or the patient is exhausted by the long continu- 
ance of the labor, or after the occurrence of post-partum hemorrhage, 
the full effect of the ergot should be produced and the doses repeated 
at short intervals.” —/Practice. 





BICHLORIDE OF MERCURY IN ANEMIA.

Mercury, when properly given, is without doubt a greater benefit 
to a larger class of sufferers than any remedy we are acquainted with 
at the present time. This or that year discovers the enterprising the- 
apeutist in quest of some vegetable substitute for this time-honored 
agent, but an impartial trial results in a return to the “old love.” It 
may be there is something better in the store-house of nature, but it 
has not yet been discovered. Because a thing has been with us long 
we are apt to feel a familiar acquaintance and fail to acquire a thor- 
ough knowledge of its properties. It would be well for us to adhere 
to the maxim to “study that which is good.” To Keyes belongs 
most of the credit of first calling attention to the small doses of mer- 
cury in the treatment of syphilis. This was an advance step of great 
importance, as it raised the profession from the position of doing 
syphilitic subjects a great injury by treatment to one of imparting the 
greatest benefits. I have elsewhere, in a paper on mercury in syphi- 
lis, spoken at length on this subject. What is desired to especially 
call attention to in this paper is the wonderful potency of mercury, 
more particularly the protochloride, as a tonic and curative agent in 
most forms of anemia. I am aware the explanation of this will appear 
to most physicians to be the specific taint which underlies so many of 
these cases. However, I beg to believe that it exercises its influence 
for good in cases when syphilis by heredity, remote or otherwise, is 
no factor in the case. Admittedly, the minute pathology of anemia 
is obscure, many times depending on organic lesions of varied char- 
acter and situated in different organs. ‘The evidence of anemia, viz., 
impoverished red blood cells or diminution of red blood cells, does 
not enlighten us as to the cause of this phenomena. 

The shortest as well as the most accurate way of estimating the vir- 
tue of mercury in anemia seems to be, first, to fix in our minds what 
we know the salts of mercury is capable of doing when introduced in 
the system; second, to study many of the organic lesions, together 
with their pathological anatomy, which are secondarily, at least, caus- 
ative elements of anemia ; third, to make the application. 

Under the first head comes the known power of small quantities of 
mercury to cause absorption of lymph deposits anywhere in the system, 
probably by its stimulation of the glandular system, more probably 
by relieving the gland structures of embarrassment to action, the im- 
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pediment being micro-organisms which irritate the walls of afferent 
and efferent ducts, producing engorgements—the mercury acting as a 
germicide. Its known action outside the body, together with its in- 
fluence on morbid processes in the body, does more to strengthen the 
germ theory of disease than any one corroborative fact. 

Take these properties alone, viz., its power to cause lymph absorp- 
tion and its influence in relieving glandular engorgement, whether of 
the great glands, as the liver, kidneys, etc., or the lymphatic system, 
and I dare say nearly every pathologist will agree that you have an 
agent indicated in nine out of every ten cases of anemia, The deduc- 
tion is, that while iron has its sphere in feeding the impoverished red 
cell—and we have abundant proof that it does—and while the salts of 
Peruvian bark and arsenic do meet specific causes of amenia, yet the 
presence of the deleterious influences soon produce structural changes 
which are most effectually met by mercury. Of course it maintains 
pre-eminence as a specific agent in syphilis. 

This article would be more incomplete without a word as to the 
form of administration for the tonic and alterative effect. While I 
must express a preference for the proto-iodide in the so-called primary 
and secondary stages of syphilis, I think, where impoverishment of 
the red corpuscles has taken place, or in anemia without syphilis, the 
bichloride is the preparation to use. The union with the hydrochlo- 
ric acid seeming to greatly increase the tonic effect, I often give it in 
doses as small as the ;y of a grain well diluted on a full stomach. A 
most excellent combination is that of the protochloride of iron as pre- 
pared by Messrs. Renz & Henry, of this city, under the name elixir 
of three chlorides. 

Take the anemia of females, the subject of disease connected with 
the organs of generation, and I know of no one constitutional remedy 
the equal of this drug. Nearly all of these cases are the subject of 
lymph deposits and ovarian congestion, which is best met by an agent 
which so decidedly facilitates healthy gland action. In the chlorosis 
which is so often a manifestation of struma the bichloride of mercury 
with iron will often effect a cure where iron alone fails. We appre- 
ciate the great good mercury does, especially as calomel, in relieving 
acute glandular engorgement. What I think we need most to be im- 
pressed with is its great virtue in relieving those often obscure and 
chronic obstructions to gland action which exert so potent an influence 
for evil in the economy.—American Practitioner. 





IS APOMORPHINE A SAFE EMETIC?

Recently the above query has appeared in the /ourna/. I wrote an 
article on “ Apomorphine, a Safe, Certain and Quick Emetic,” which 
appeared in the /ourna/ for May 12th, 1883, p. 907. It occurred to 
me that it might be of interest to those correspondents and others if 
I gave a brief account of my further experience of this most valuable 
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emetic. There are few, if any, of the new drugs introduced into the 
British Pharmacopeia which have sustained the high opinion of their 
therapeutical value with such unvarying success and with so few fail- 
ures as apomorphine. 

The following ten cases seriatim. I prepare my own solution of 
apomorphine as follows: Apomorphin. chlorid., gr. j.; sp. vini rect. 
m,20; aquem.t1io, Each 1ominims equals one twelfth of a grain of 
the alkaloid. 


Case 1. A. B., aged about 30; 10 minims administered hypoder- 
mically was followed in five minutes by free and copious vomiting. 
No bad after-effects. 

Case 2. J. H., aged 5 years, swallowed ammonia; 2 minims were 
given; in three minutes afterwards there was free emesis. The child 
did remarkably well. 

Case 3. J. J., aged 4 years, swallowed a clay pipe. Dr. S. sent 
for me to give apomorphine, as other emetics had failed, I gave 3 
minims, and in six minutes, without any previous nausea, vomiting 
followed. 

Case 4. A. E. B., aged 2 years, supposed to have swallowed a far- 
thing ; 2 minims were administered; this was followed in six minutes 
by vomiting. 

Case 5. C. M. B., aged 14 months, swallowed a button; 2 minims 
were given; in six minutes copious vomiting followed. 

Case 6. Mrs. M., aged 24, suffering from most violent spasms of 
laryngeal muscles due to irritation of the stomach from a mass of in- 
digestible food ; 10 minims were given, and produced very free vom- 
iting, which was repeated two or three times. The result was speedy 
relief of the spasms; no prostration or collapse. 

Case 7. H.M., aged 4 years, was supposed to have swallowed a 
quantity of indigestible fruit; 3 minims were given, and in eleven 
minutes free emesis followed. 

Case 8. W. C., aged 3% years, suffering from croup; 214 minims 
were given, and in fourteen minutes free emesis followed. 

Case g. D.L., aged 21% years; gave two minims; a small portion 
oozed out from where the needle was inserted, and vomiting did not 
follow for twenty-eight minutes, which is the longest interval I have 
ever observed, probably owing to the smallness of the dose, which 
might have been from ;}, to y+}, of a grain of the alkaloid. 

Case 10. Miss M., aged 4 years; 4 minims were given and were 
followed by vomiting in eighteen minutes. 

The average interval between the hypodermic injection and the 
emesis is 10.1 minutes. Asa rule, the vomiting only occurs two or 
three times at short intervals. The depression is only what might be 
expected after an ordinary vomiting. I have observed no case ap- 
proaching fatal or even serious collapse. Only two of the cases were 
adults, the others were very young children. Cases 4 and 5 were my 
own children, and I have the greatest confidence in giving it hypo- 
dermically to any of my children who may require an emetic. Every 
one must have observed how difficult it is to make an infant or any 
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child under 4 years vomit by giving emetics by the mouth. I have 
been surprised that authors on children’s diseases do not recommend 
apomorphine hypodermically. Dr. Angel Money’s work on Zreat- 
ment of Diseases in Children is very excellent, but I find no mention 
of apomorphine as an emetic. I believe there is no emetic “so safe, 
certain and quick” for children. In adults ordinary emetics usually 
succeed ; not so in children. The cases reported in which collapse 
occurred were adults. It may be that apomorphine may occasionally 
cause collapse—although I have not observed any case—in adults, yet 
be perfectly safe for children, similar to the action of chloroform in 
adults and in children. Apomorphine is the emetic par excellence for 
children when given hypodermically.— British Medical Journal. 





IS ACUTE RHEUMATISM AN INFLAMMTORY DISEASE? 
By T. E. Craic, M. D., LAWRENCEBURG, IND. 


Cincin, Lan.-Clin,, March:—The author advances some very novel 
ideas in the course of an extremely well-written article. We abstract 
the following : 

My views on the subject are as follows: Acute rheumatism is fe- 
ver with a local manifestation in the lymph sacs of the body, just as 
pneumonia is a fever with a local manifestation in the cells of the 
lungs. It is a typical germ disease, and these germs entering the cir- 
culation through the lymphatics or lymph channels by elective affinity, 
find lodgement in the lymph sacs and in the lymph sacs alone. The 
synovial sacs are typical lymph spores. Here the germs, by their 
presence, excite engorgement in the capillaries of the lymph tissues, 
and by their vital activity give rise to ptomaines, that may set up a 
true inflammation in distant parts of the body, notably in the heart 
and pericardium, which is also a lymph sac. 

I wish you to note, particularly, the difference between the joint 
lesions and the heart lesions in acute rheumatism. In the joints we 
have a simple serious effusion, containing a few epithelial cells, except 
when thrombi in the surrounding small blood-vessels may set up des- 
tructive changes; but in the heart and pericardium we have a true 
inflammation, with new tissue, adhesions and organized lymph on the 
valves of the heart and subcardium, as well as in a certain per cent. 
of cases in the pericardium. 

And now I wish to call your attention to an important fact, or rath- 
er put it in the form of a question, why is it that the heart lesions are 
almost universally on the left side—that is, the left auricle and ven- 
tricle, with the semilunar and mitral valves—while the right side es- 
capes? This is a rule, with few exceptions, and must have a fixed 
cause. My theory is that the heart lesion is caused by a poisonous 
principle in the blood, a ptcmaine, if you wish, and this ptomaine has 
been generated by the vital activity or perhaps by the death of the 
germs in the lymph sacs of the joints. But the ptomaine is incapable 
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of exciting inflammation until it has been exposed to the air in the 
lungs. It is carried to the right side of the heart in the venous cur- 
rent, but does not effect the tricuspid valves nor the endocardium of 
the right ventricle. It is forced into the lungs and exposed to the 
air and returned to the left side of the heart, where it sets up a true 
inflammation in the structures with which it comes in contact, and 
sometimes, even in the heart wall itself, which is supplied with blood 
from the coronary arteries. * 

It will do no harm to refer, mentally, to our pathological anatomy 
and see what an inflammation is and how caused. Every inflamma- 
tion arises from a lesion of the endothelium of the-blood-vessels. ‘The 
lesion may be a wound, from causes without the body, or it may be 
caused by a morbid principle in the blood. The result is the same, 
whether the tissues are lacerated by a wound or a solution of contin- 
uity arises from defective nutrition or poisoned blood. 

As soon as the lesion is formed, there is a rapid migration of white 
globules to the place. These globules break up, forming a ferment, 
which acting on the fibrinogen of the serum, forms fibrin, with which 
nature endeavors to repair the lesion. But nature does not always stop 
at the right point. In rheumatic carditis, we frequently have the 
fibrin formed in excess of the requirements of the case. The lesion 
may be repaired, but frequently the fibrin is piled up in the form of 
warty growths on the valve and endocardium and in lymph flakes and 
adhesive structures in the pericardium. 

The point I wish to particularly impress is that the heart lesion is 
entirely different from the joint lesions, and hence must have a diff- 
erent origin. 

The lymph sacs of the joints are identical in structure with the peri 
and endocardium, and inflammation is followed by the same results 
in both. But in acute rheumatism we cannot have an inflammation 
of the joint-structures, or we would have the same products in the syn- 
ovial sacs that we have in the pericardium in pericarditis. But we 
never have organized lymph or fibrin in the synovial sacs—we have 
merely an engorgement about the joints; while we have a true inflam- 
mation of the heart structures. The engorgement arises from the 
presence of the germs; the inflammation from a ptomaine formed by 
their vital activity — Zpitome. 





ELECTROLYSIS FOR THE REMOVAL OF SUPERFLUOUS 
HAIRS.

In an experience extending over some ten years, I have treated up- 
wards of fifteen hundred cases with varying success, rarely finding, 
though, that more than ten per cent. of the hairs return after the first 
series of operations. 

Since the adoption of electrolysis for this purpose the operation has 
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undergone many modifications, notably in the intensity of the current 
and in the fineness of the needles used. 


Regarding the intensity of the current Dr. L. Brocq, of Paris, in 
1866, considered as necessary a current strength of from fifteen to 
eighteen milliamperes; but in April, 1888, he admits that only from 
three to five milliamperes are necessary to obtain the best results. 


In my own practice I never exceed: five, and rarely employ more 
than three milliamperes. The outfit necessary for the removal of su- 
pérfluous hairs consists of a galvanic battery, a fine needle holder and 
needles, epilation forceps, and above all a reliable milliamperemeter. 
I cannot find words strong enough in condemnation of the physician 
who attempts to use the galvanic current, no matter for what purpose, 
without having in circuit a reliable milliamperemeter. Where the 
Edison incandescent light wire can be made use of, the rheostat made 
for me by the Michigan Electrical works of this city, is far preferable 
to any form of battery, being cleaner, cheaper and more constant. 

Almost every one practicing electrolysis has his own idea of needle 
holder; for my purpose I prefer a long and delicate holder, resemb- 
ling an artist’s brush. Jeweler’s brooches, Nos. 5 and 7, form the 
best needles for the work, and by drawing the temper they can bend in 
any desired direction, thus obviating the placing of either the patient 
or oneself in a strained position. 

I do not agree with some operators that the circuit should not be 
closed until the needle is inserted, as by the anodal application of a 
15 per cent. solution of cocaine, I am able completely to obtund the 
pain resulting from the passage of the needle through the cutaneous 
envelop. 

The length of a sitting must naturally depend upon the extent of 
the surface to be operated upon, the urgency of the case, and the en- 
durance of the patient, usually in cases involving the face I limit the 
seance to two hours, repeated two or three times a week; in-treating 
the arms, etc., longer, and if necessary, daily sittings can be suppor- 
ted. The amount of irritation created depends upon the care with 
which the operation is performed, and the sensitiveness of the patient’s 
skin. I rarely find it fail to yield to hot applications of distilled ex- 
tract of witch-hazel and water, one to four. 


In conclusion I would say that I am convinced that in electrolysis 
we have not only a perfectly safe, but absolutely reliable method of 
permanently obliterating blemishes that have proved a source of men- 
tal anguish to many. At the same time I am not infrequently assail- 
ed with the remark, “I have tried electrolysis and it is no good.” 
Doubtless failure is possible, but it should be attributed to the want 
of skill and technical knowledge on the part of the operator, and not 
to an operation which has been amply proved to be successful. 


Regarding any scar resulting from the operation, I do not consider 
any such trouble possible, unless through the use of currents of too 
great intensity, an accident rendered impossible if a milliampereme- 
ter is used, or through the removal of hairs in too close proximity at 
one sitting.—Zimes and Register.

On the Use of Hypnotics, Sedatives, and Motor Depres- 
sants ‘n the Treatment of Mental Diseases.—The author de- 
duces the following principles of general application : 

1. Make up your mind clearly from the symptoms present whether 
your patient needs a pure hypnotic, a general nervous sedative, or a 
simple motor depressent before you use any of these drugs. 

2. Use all such drugs experimentally in each case at first, and 
watch their effects not only on the higher nervous functions, but on 
all the organs and their functions, and on the general organism. 

3. Even when there is sleep and quiet produced for the time with 
no apparently bad results, look to the general feeling of dzen-etre, the 
recuperative energy, the expression of face and eyes after their use, 
and see if there is any undue reaction, as if some energy that must 
have an “outlet” were merely being “ suppressed” for the time 
being. 

4. Stop using such drugs as soon as possible, trying experiment- 
ally how the patient gets on without them. 

5. Keep asking in every case: “Are we sacrificing in any degree 
the highest functions of mental inhibition by their use?” 

6. Never omit general measures for the restoration of the health, 
nutrition and higher nervous functions while you use such remedies. 

7. Paraldehyde is the purest and least harmful hypnotic yet intro- 
duced when the insomnia is marked and intractable. Urethan and 
sulphonal cannot compare with it. Opium and chloral have special 
dangers and disadvantages. 

8. Use the bromides as accentuators and prolongers of the effects 
of other-drugs, and in order to be able to employ smaller doses than 
otherwise. 

g. A combination of cannabis Indica and the bromides is the best 
and least harmful of the general sedatives. 

_10. Hyoscine is the best pure motor depressant, but it needs great 
care. 

11, We never should narcotize an insane patient or one threatened 
with mental disease. 

12. It is as dangerous to use mere anodynes by the mouth or sub- 
cutaneously to relieve mental pain, as to subdue bodily pain by these 
means only, perhaps more so. 

13. It is generally far better therapeutics to enable your patient to 
bear his mental pain and the effects of his insomnia by improving his 
general nervous tone and the nutrition of his body, thai merely to 
produce quiet and sleep by drugs. 

14. It is commonly a safer thing for the patient, and tends more 
towards natural recovery from his disease, to provide a physiological 
outlet for morbid motor energy, than merely to depress it directly by 
drugs. 
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15. It is almost always preferable to treat critical exhaustion, irri- 
tability and undue reflex excitability by rest and by improving the fat- 
tening and nutrition of the body than by continuous sedatives, the 
great exceptions being the treatment of epilepsy and convulsive affec- 
tions by the bromides.—A mer. Jour. Med. Science, April, 1889. 





A Growing Science.—“ It seems to me,” muses one of the char- 
acters in “‘ Robert Elsmere,” that in my youth people talked about Rus- 
kin; now they talk about drains.” This strikes the keynote of public 
opinion as we find it at the present time. The man of to-day no longer 
gluts his appetite with superstitious ideas, destroying his taste for 
facts, but instead is met on every side with a vast array of statistics, 
which are more than convincing—which are startling; and he is told 
in the plainest possible terms, that if he would prolong his own life 
and preserve that of his children, certain immutable laws of hygiene 
and sanitation must be observed. 

No science has wrought so many changes or grown so rapidly during 
the past twenty years as that of sanitation, nor has any other been 
so constantly dinned into the mind of the people at large. Many of 
its laws have been known for centuries, but it is only during recent 
years that they have been intelligently understood in their true mean- 
ing. 

It was difficult to say exactly along what lines this progress has oc- 
curred, for like all great movements it is the resultant of many and 
varied causes. 

The germ theory of disease, the supposition that minute organisms 
may enter the blood and produce sickness and death at first set many 
to thinking, and better still, has more recently set many great minds 
to working, and we know as a positive fact that there are micro-organ- 
isms invariably found in certain diseases which are peculiar to them, 
and which will produce them on reinoculation. To destroy these 
germs in the human body has not yet been found an easy task, but 
the fact that certain substances when brought in contact with them 
outside of the human body will destroy, or at any rate hinder their 
growth, has opened up a field of prevention, the limit of which has not 
yet been arrived at. Antiseptics—poison destroyers—for use in and 
out of the human system, are at a premium in the exchanges of science, 
and it were not too much to say that we are on the eve of the discov- 
ery of valuable specifics for some of our commoner epidemic diseases. 

Taking advantage of the crude facts already ascertained we have 
been able to apply with gratifying success the more powerful antisep- 
tic substances to prevent the recurrence of disease in certain infected 
localities. 

Antisepsis is the scientific term for c/ean/iness—a word much better 
understood by the masses, who will aid their physicians in their hu- 
mane endeavors only in so far as they comprehend their meaning. 
Hence the necesity for, and hence the valuable services performed by 
the health primmer in our public schools—a book always interesting to 
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the child, and, in an era of common sense, to be considered far more 
valuable than much that has hitherto been used to expand the youth- 
ful mind. Hence the necessity for such teaching in the university, 
and for a special chair in medical colleges; for though physicians 
should be natural sanitarians they should not be expected to become 
the tutors of their private patients, who will not care, as a rule, to 
send a second time for the only man who ever told them that their 
house was dirty and drinking-water impure. 

Organization in health matters is the safeguard of a community, 
and we find that this is brought about not so much by medical men, 
who have preached ineffectually for so many years, but by merchants 
and business men generally, who now look to some other cause than 
Providence when they find that their pockets as well as their lives are 
threatened by the periodical visitation of some dreaded scourge. 
Health boards are being demanded and created for States and cities, 
and conferences are called to determine plans of concerted sanitation. 
No State in which disease may become epidemic can afford to face 
the civilized world and assert that she has no organized health au- 
thorities. 

These authorities, it is true, often differ in their views as to what 
sanitation is, and how disease is to be prevented, but as there is an 
increased tendency in all to follow those methods of prevention laid 
down by close scientific investigators, such as by fumigation, disinfec- 
tion, and, the greatest of all, cleanliness, we may entertain the most 
sanguine hopes for the future of preventive medicine—Mew Orleans 
Medical Journal, 


The London Lancet says that a small light attached to the end of a 
glass rod is reflected equally through the entire rod to the other end, 
illuminating the interior of the larynx sufficiently for laryngoscopy. 
If this luminous glass rod is applied to the sclerotic, the interior of 
the ball can be examined in the same way as by using an ophthalmo- 
scope, the structure of the posterior part of the vitreous body being 
very well seen and studied. As the glass rod remains cold, it can be 
employed in operative surgery to light the natural and artificial cavi- 
ties. 


Cocaine in the Extraction of Teeth.—A physician in this city 
prepared himself to suffer no pain in the extraction of his teeth by 
injecting, by use of the hypodermic syringe, a four per cent. solution 
of cocaine in the gums, and taking large draughts of whisky. He 
suffered no pain, but described the sensation as one of constant per- 
cussion, attended by a pressure even after the teeth were extracted. 
During the operation he retained consciousness, and immediately 
afterwards was competent to resume his business duties. 

A much better method, however, is the use of the preparation sug- 
gested by Dr. G. S. Staples, in the Archeves of Dentistry. Dissolve 
twenty grains of cocaine in one ounce of ether, and add one ounce of 
oil of peppermint; by the local application the good results are ob- 
tained in a short interval.—/ndiana Med. Journal. 
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Prolapse of the uterus—Hysterroraphy.—Case 1. Mrs. A., 
aged 60, Irish, had prolapsed uterus after the birth of her first child. 
From this she experienced a great deal of suffering which was increas- 
ed by a ventral hernia, which appeared twenty years ago. The uterus 
has been greatly enlarged within the past two months, and it was 
found impossible to replace it. 

On examination it was discovered to be prolapsed, the cervix dry 
and fissured bi-laterally, and a large circular erosion on the anterior 
surface. The fundus was large and congested. 

LeFort’s operation was performed, the anterior and posterior walls 
of the vagina were united in the median line by catgut sutures above 
and silk below, thus leaving a small canal on either side. The peri- 
neum was then united by wire sutures, according to Emmet’s method. 
A dressing of iodoform and bichloride gauze was then applied. Dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours following the operation the patient was kept 
on fluid diet, and the bowels were moved on the evening of the second 
day. The wound was daily sprayed with solution of bichloride, 1 to 
5,000, and the dressings reapplied. The stitches were removed from 
the perineum on the fifth day, when the wound was found perfectly 
healed. A vaginal douche of two quarts of sublimate solution, 1 to 
1,000, was then given twice daily. The vaginal sutures were removed 
May 3, and complete union of the parts was found. 

Cass 2. A. M., aged 25, domestic, had a double ovariotomy per- 
formed on Feb. 13. She still experenced constant headache, and con- 
tinued to menstruate, which latter condition was supposed to be due 
to the persistent retroflexion, Hysterroraphy was performed April 26; 
an incision, 2% inches in length, was made in the median line be- 
tween the umbilicus and pubes, the fascia and peritoneum were incis- 
ed separately, and a sound was kept in the bladder, as adhesions were 
known to exist between that organ and the uterus. These adhesions 
were broken up, and the uterus was found to be retroverted. A dou- 
ble twisted silk suture was then carried through the integument, fas- 
cia, peritoneum and base of the round ligament on one side, across 
the fundus of the uterus, and through the same structures on the op- 
posite side. The wound was then closed with three wire and five cat- 
gut sutures. The patient was put on a liquid diet and the pain reliev- 
ed by an ice coil applied over the abdomen. 

On May 1g the patient was able to sit up for the first time since 
the operation and was feeling well—Dr. Cushier in /nternational 
Journal of Surgery. 


Ammonium Chloride for Quick Relief from Drunkenness. 
—It is claimed (Albany Med. Annals, March, 1889) that half a teas- 
poonful of chloride of ammonium in a goblet of water will almost im- 
mediately restore the faculties and powers of locomotion to a man 
who is helplessly intoxicated. [We know this treatment is good. The 
remembrance of it may be of service to some subscribers who are.get- 
ting ready to attend the.sessions of their State Societies. We have 
several times had occasion to prescribe it on such occasions.—Eb. ]—

Infection of an Infant through the Milk of a Tuberculous 
Nurse.—Dr. Steigenberger, of Buda-Pesth, has recorded a case of 
tubercular infection through the nurse’s milk in the esther medicin- 
isth-chirurgische Presse. ‘The facts of this intereting case are summa- 
rized as follows: An infant, aged five months, of healthy parentage, 
developed caseating cervical, glandular abscesses, of a distinctly tub- 
ercular kind. Microscopical examination verified the microscopical 
diagnosis. Inquiry elicited the fact that the infant had been nursed 
for a period of four weeks by a woman who had to be discharged on 
account of phthisis, with abundant expectoration. The etiological 
relationship was thus clearly established. 

The infection of human beings through the milk of tuberculous an- 
imals has been repeatedly shown, and there is, of course, no reason 
why the human milk should not carry with it the same pathogenic 
power. But, so far as we are aware, the above case is the first in- 
stance in which this method of transmission has been actually observed 
to occur. The inference is obvious, namely, to exercise the greatest 
possible amount of care in the selection of wet-nurses.—ew York 
Medical Record. 


In view of the liability to the formation of a furuncle after the re- 
moval of a plug of of cerumen from the ear by simple syringing, Low- 
enberg (Gaz. hebd. des Sci. Med.) recommends that the mass be trea- 
ted previously for a day or two by instillations of an antiseptic solu- 
tion made after the following formula: 

RB Boric acid, 7 parts; Glycerin; Distilled water, 44. 100 parts. 
M. This solution should be warmed and dropped into the ear from 
atest tube. It is to be applied twice a day, and the liquid allowed 
to remain in the ear for fifteen minutes. It will increase the deafness 
for a time, on account of an augmentation of the plug by imbibition, 
but it softens the mas and facilitates its expulsion.—/d. 


Ignipuncture of the Tonsils is practiced by Dr. Wilhelm Roth, 
of Fluntern, (Zondon Lancet) in order to reduce their size without risk 
of troublesome hemorrhage, which is not uncommon, especially in 
young subjects. 

This has also been recommended by Krishaber and by - Verneuil. 
The tonsils and neighboring parts are first brushed over with a ten or 
twenty per cent. solution of cocaine. ‘The finest point of the thermo- 
cautery, heated to redness, is then inserted to a depth of about five 
millimeters in three or four spots a few millimeters apart from one 
another on the tonsils. The instrument is not allowed to remain more 
than one or two seconds in the tissue. 

The whole operation, including both tonsils, can be performed in a 
very few minutes without any bleeding, and with scarcely any pain. 
It must be repeated four or five times at intervals of two or three 
days, and this is usually sufficient to cause the tonsils to return to 
their ordinary condition.—/2. 
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A new Objection to the use of Chloroform for Anzsthe- 
sia.—Americans have steadily kept their allegiance to ether as an 


anzsthetic in surgical procedures, for various and good reasons. Now 
comes from Germany a discovery that must needs confirm their belief 
in the advantages of this agent. Dr. Zweifel, in a late issue of the 
Berliner Klinische Wochenschrift, calls attention to the danger which 
exists in the administration of chloroform by gas or lamp-light. It 
appears that the vapor is decomposed, giving rise to an irrespirable 
and irritating gas which promotes respiratory lesions which danger- 
ously complicate the operation. Of nine laparotomies performed 
under the conditions already mentioned, only two remained free from 
bronchial and pulmonary troubles, such as bronchitis, tracheitis, and 
catarrhal pneumonia. In one case the fatal termination could be di- 
rectly ascribed to a pneumonia produced in this manner. As soon as 
the use of chloroform was abandoned, and ether substituted for it, 
these complications ceased to occur, but were renewed in one case in 
which chloroform was administered by mistake. Hence the author 
pleads for ether anesthesia in such cases as must undergo operation 
by gas or lamp-light. He is in the habit of inducing anesthesia in 
the sick room with a mixture of chloroform, ether, and alcohol, and 
continues the anesthesia during the operation with ether alone, thus 
avoiding completely the dangers of chlorotorm vapor.—/n7/. /. Surg. 


The New Antipyretic, ‘‘ Pyrodin’’—A Warning.—Under 
this name a new drug has been introduced, which has undoubted tem- 
perature-reducing properties of a high order, the practical application 
of which, however, is much interfered with by its toxic action. Pyro- 
din contains as its active agent acetylphenylhydrazin (C,H,N;H,C, 
H,0) a crystalline powder very sparingly soluble in water. Accord- 
ing to the clinical and experimental observation of Dr. Dreschfield, 
of Manchester, which have been confirmed by M. Lepine, of Lyons, 
(as stated by the British Medical Journal), pyrodin acts in the same 
manner as, but more powerfully than antipyrin, antifebrin and phena- 
cetin; and has also been used effectively in migraine and other forms 
of neuralgia, as in the lancinating pain occurring in locomotor ataxy 
(Lepine), Great caution, however, is required in its administration, 
as it is apt to produce jaundice, followed by anemia, and even more 
serious symptoms due to hemoglobinemia. Milder toxic symptoms 
have occasionally followed the administration of acetanilid or antife- 
brin, and also of phenacetin; but, as phenylhadrazin is a much more 
powerful poison than anilin, so also, are the toxic properties of its 
acetyl compound much greater than those of acetanilid. In face of 
the poisonous qualities of pyrodin, we must warn the profession against 
the use of this drug generally. In exceptional cases, and where other 
antipyretics have failed, it may be useful, but great caution should be 
used. Small doses only should be given, and at sufficiently long in- 
tervals to enable one to watch any toxic effects, with the first appear- 
ances of which the drug should be stopped.—Jd. 
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Teenia.—The treatment of tenia in children is not easy. I have 
constantly succeeded by making them pursue the following treatment : 

Take for example, the case of a child five years old: 

1. Abstinence from supper the evening before. 

2. The following morning this preparation: 

R Ethereal extract of male fern, 4 grammes. 
Calomel, 40 centigrammes. 
Sugar, 8 grammes. 
Gelatin, q. s. 

Make into a jelly of ordinary consistency. Children take this kind 
of electuary very readily. 

It has been recommended that the patient have a lavement of salt 
and water, or a purgative lavement, as the worm is passing the anus. 
This s easy in theory, and dificult in practice. In the case of one pa- 
tient the worm issued at 1:30 p. m., and though six lavements of salt 
and water were given, and 60 grammes (2 ounces) of mercurial honey, 
no result was obtained till 5:40 p. m. It is easy to understand, in 
fact, how difficult it is for patients to take lavements in the sitting pos- 
ture; since it is necessary that they shall be over a vessel of warm 
water to prevent the worm breaking by its weight, and since, when 
the worm is at the anal orifice, it is almost impossible to keep up the 
lavement in order that this may provoke intestinal contraction. 
Whether you employ this or that tanifuge, even if you call into use 
the whole therapeutic arsenal, I am persuaded that the chief causes 
of failure are due to the too tardy administration of the purgative 
after giving the athelmintic which is designed to stupify or destroy 
the worm; and as evidence of this, I may allude to the almost con- 
stant success which I have had with the tenifuge capsules in which 
the calomel is administered along with the male-fern. 

I do not know that we have as yet found the ideal tenifuge, and I 
hope that pharmacists will continue their endeavors to extract from 
the known active anthelmintics, alkaloids which, in small volume, will 
produce without danger or harm, the expulsion of the tapeworm.—Dr. 
Duchesne in Medical Age. 

We have found no remedy so efficient as Aooso, whether in adult 
or children. The dose for an adult is a half-ounce on an empty stom- 
ach at morning after a purgative, no supper being taken the previous 
evening. The kooso must be pulverized and in sealed bottles, as the 
strength will not keep in open drawers. To children and weak stomachs 
should be taken in broken doses every hour. Ep. oF REcorD.] 


Dr. Stewart (Peoria Med. Mo.) states that, for the relief of facial 
neuralgia, ergot injected hypodermically is incomparably superior to 
either aconite or gelsemium. Generally one injection relieves the 
pain permanently. He puts it into the temple, as nearly over the seat 
of pain as convenient. He uses the plain extract, which he has made 
so that one minim represents two grains of ergot, throwing in eight 
to twelve minims, blood-warm, at one injection, without diluting. The 
extract must be pure and reasonably fresh. If old, it is inefficient 
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and irritating. Injection of the fresh product causes more or less 
pain for a few minutes, but when it disappears the neuralgia has usu- 
ally disappeared, not to return.— op. Science News. 


Electricity as a Cure for Cancer.—Surely, of the wonderful 
effects ascribed to electricity, there seems to be no end. Dr. J. Ing- 
lis Parsons of London thinks that he has found in that agency a 
means of rendering cancer inert. His idea is that cancer cells, al- 
though they grow like noxious weeds and choke the normal elements 
are really of a lower vitality than the latter, and hence are suscepti- 
ble of destruction by electrical currents that the healthy cells are able 
to withstand. He has tested his theory in four cases, which he reports 
in the British Medical Journal for April 27th. The patient is anzs- 
thetized, and the current is passed through the tumor and all the tis- 
sues for some inches around it by means of fine insulated needles, so 
as not to injure the skin. A battery of seventy cells is used, with an 
electro-motive force of 105 volts. ‘To begin with, a current of an in- 
tensity of 10 milliamperes is employed, and this is gradually increas- 
ed to 600 milliamperes, being flashed through the growth in every 
direction from 50 to 100 times, according to circumstances. In only 
one case was it considered unsafe to use a current of more than 250 
milliamperes, and that was one of mammary cancer in a woman sixty- 
three years old, who had a presystolic bruit and a weak, intermittent 
pulse, and even she was able to endure a current of 600 milliamperes 
passed through a secondary growth in the axilla. It is not so much 
to the strength of the current, although that seems to be essential, as 
to its sudden interruptions that the destructive effect on the cancer 
cells is attributed. The tumor does not disappear altogether, but re- 
mains as an inert mass; at least, in the cases reported, the growths 
remained quiescent for periods from three and a half months to six 
months. In case of recurrence, the author states, he would not hesi- 
tate to use a current of still greater intensity. It is said that the pa- 
tient is usually able to go about his customary employment on the 
day following the operation —V. Y. Med. Jour. 


Salts of Phosphorus.—Dr. Joseph Eichberg, President of the 
Cincinnati Medical Society, read a paper recently on the acid salts 
of phosphorus, which was intended to call special attention to their 
value in disorders of digestion. ‘The value of the element phospho- 
rus in the various compounds were referred to; its physiological uses 
in alkaline, acid and earthy combinations were illustrated; and a 
comparison was instituted between the nitrogen and phosphorus rad- 
icles, as shown by the varying affinity for oxygen. It was stated that 
this fact alone was proof of the important role played by any chemi- 
cal in the tissue changes of the body, the apparent readiness of change 
from one form of radicle to another being observed only in those ele- 
ments whose functional activity was great. In regard to the form of 
administration of phosphorus, attention was called to the fact that 
this varied with the nature of the disease. The hypophosphites in 
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phthisis and wasting diseases, the phosphate of zinc and phosphorus 
itself in emulsion for nervous diseases, and fhe acid salts of phospho- 
rus for digestive disturbance, were the forms in which the greatest 
benefit would be derived from the use of the remedy. Phosphoric 
acid and its compounds possessed an advantage over the other mine- 
ral acids in that, even in a concentrated form, they were essentially 
non-corrosive. Considerable benefit had been derived from a com- 
pound called “crystalized phosphates.”—. Y. Med. Jour. 


The Treatment of Croup.—Dr. J. B. Johnson, Washington, D. 
C., writes in Southern Clinic : 

The following formula has been a standard prescription of mine for 
croup for several years. It relieves all the symptoms of the disease 
with greater promptness and certainty than any other mixture I have 
ever used. I give it in teaspoonful doses to infants six or eight months 
old; and to those of three or five years old I give dessertspoonful 
doses every ten or fifteen minutes, until free emesis is produced; and 
then continue it at longer intervals until a cure is established. The 
formula is as follows: 


BR Muc. gum acacia 5 ij. 
Balsam copaiba 3 J 
Ext. ipecac, fi’d 3 | 
Potassii iodidi 3] 
Pulv. potassii chlorati 3) 
Syrup simplex 5 8s. 
Aqua distil. 3 J 


M. S. Shake well. Dose, a teaspoonful every ten or fifteen min- 
utes until free vomiting ensues, ; and then continue the same dose at 
intervals of a half-hour or hour, until the disease yields. 


Cuted by Thermometer.—The following, from Scribner's Mag- 
azine, is a pendant to the well-known story of Sir Humphrey Davy 
and the paralytic patient ; the importance attached to a clinical ther- 
mometer by those in ignorance of its office amounts to a superstition. 
They close their lips tightly upon it. Their eyes roll wildly about 
the room. They believe that the tube contains some mighty gas or 
metal of mysterious power. “There aint much taste to it, docther,” 
said one of these credulous fellows, “but I s’pose its terrible strohng.” 
Dr. , who is something of a wag, encouraged the man’s faith in 
the occult virtues of the thing, and with remarkable results. After 
the first “dose,” the fever abated. The treatment was continued, and 
the patient actually recovered, cured by thermometer, administered /er 
in die, without further drugging.—Med. Times. 





A Remedy for Neuralgia.—It is claimed that a few drops 
of the following: Eau de Cologne, ether, chloroform, aa 3 iij, poured 
on a handkerchief previously wetted with cold water, and placed on 
the seat of a neuralgic pain, give instantaneous relief. It is also very 
efficacious for nervous headache. A burning sensation is felt at first, 
but quickly disappears.—Zx. 
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Notes on the use of the Salicylates.—In common with other 
observers I have been impressed with the great efficacy and wide- 
spread applicability of Salicylic Acid and its compounds. Some of 
their therapeutic indications have already been told, others have re- 
ceived little if any attention. These I desire to briefly to comment 
upon. : . 

In trifacial neuralgia, particularly, the Salicylate of Soda has given 
me more satisfactory results than any one remedy. ‘The adult dose 
is 15 or twenty grains every hour or every two hours until relief is ex- 
perienced. It is seldom necessary to repeat the larger quantity more 
than two or three times, while the results seem to be uninfluenced by 
the etiology of the disease, provided, of course, no pressure exists 
either at the origin or along the track of the nerve. Although lum- 
bago cannot be properly classed with neuralgic affections it may be 
stated that for this it is the first remedy to be emplvuyed. 

This drug has lately acquired some little reputation from its power 
to relieve headache, for it has here a very general application and is 
to be given in the same doses. Many of the intracranial varieties are 
of course beyond its reach, yet that variety known as migraine is very 
often relieved, or in fact, absorbed by one or two large doses of the 
salt, preceded by a small hypodermic of morphia. It undoubtedly 
relieves many of the gastric forms of headache through its anti-fer- 
mentative properties. 

The quality which this drug possesses of allaying decomposition 
and allied processes is quite apparent to those who have employed it 
for such purposes. In cases of simple overloaded stomach, as well as 
in certain forms of dyspepsia, a few doses of the soda salt often prove 
sufficient. The same applies to intestinal indigestion, though here 
we have found the salicylate of phenol (salol) of more general utility. 

In all affections, whether acute or chronic, the indications are: To 
first remove from the gastro-intestinal tract, preferably by mercurial 
and saline, all foreign material and then to keep the drugs in constant 
contact with the mucous membrane by means of frequently repeated 
doses. For such troubles the other and newer antiseptics seem to 
possess little, if any superiority over the salicylates. 

In the severe forms of what are known as “colds” where there are 
chills, severe headache, muscular soreness and pain, an elevated tem- 
perature and perhaps an oppressive bronchitis, the relief experienced 
from the soda salt is so great that its use has now become with me a 
matter of routine. It is invariably given and is sure to afford relief. 
The average dose for adults is 20 grains every two hours until the 
symptoms abate. 

During the past year or two I have men with certain painful forms 
of tonsillitis, which, from the histories obtained, appeared to be of a 
rheumatic nature. These succumb readily to similar treatment and 
without any local medication whatever. 

Although the salicylates have been known to call forth a skin erup- 
tion, I have, nevertheless, employed them in various cutaneous afféc- 
tions which possessed no rheumatic element. They are certainly 
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remedial in urticaria, while in herpes zoster and some forms of eczema 
they are worthy of trial. 

It is a well established fact that many diseases are produced or in- 
tensified by faulty elimination of partly converted or waste products. 
As the salicylates arrest decomposition, so also do they assist in the 
elimination of toxic compounds. Notably,is this the case in lithemic 
conditions. They seem to have a direct solvent effect upon urea and 
uric acid circulating in the blood, without injury to its normal ingre- 
dients. Its indications in this connection are many. In these affec- 
tions salicylic acid is rendered more effective and acceptable by com- 
bination with the salts of potash in sufficient quantity to form a neu- 
tral or alkaline solution as the indications demand. 

It is not in my opinion an antipyretic in the true sense of the word. 
That it reduces temperature in some cases is certain, but I -believe it 
does so, not by reason of its power to lower arterial tension, or some 
effect which it may have upon the nerve centres, but by its action 
upon the toxic ingredients of the blood. For this reason it is of de- 
cided value in a great variety of septicaemic conditions. 

As arule, no untoward effects have resulted from the use of the 
various forms of the drug, though occasionally in cases requiring a 
few large doses there has been some cardiac depression. This may 
be prevented by the simultaneous administration of ammonia or some 
form of alcohol. In most asthenic conditions and in the later stages 
of fevers it is not usually indicated, while in children it is somewhat 
less effective than in adults. I have made no reference to its use in 
rheumatic conditions believing them to be already understood and 
appreciated, yet I will venture to state that I believe the bad effects 
of the salicylates upon the heart to have been unduly exaggerated. I 
trust that in the affections above noted the experience of others will 
be found to coincide with my own.—Dr. J. J. Berry in MV. £. Medical 
Monthly. 


Hypertrophy of the Tonsils and its Treatment.—Chronic 
tonsilitis, or hypertrophy of the tonsils, proceeds from two causes. A 
large number of cases are the result of a low form of inflammation 
occurring in childhood. The structure in childhood is very prone to 
become inflamed. If the tonsils are considerably enlarged, it is im- 
portant to remove a portion of each. You should never speak of 
“cutting out the tonsils,” as this sounds very alarming to the patient 
and his friends. Say that you mean to remove only “the diseased 
and enlarged portion.” It is a consideration when you should do this. 
How much enlargement should there be before the operation is per- 
formed? First of all, the question of size is entirely relative. Ina 
large throat the tonsils may grow to a considerable size, and the pa- 
tient still do quite well. In a smaller throat this would not likely be 
the case. If the tonsils touch each other, you can have no doubt as 
to the propriety of taking away a piece. If adult patients come to 
you with the tonsils slightly enlarged, it is an important question 
whether you should cut off a portion or not. If the enlargement is 
associated with frequent attacks of acute inflammation, you ought then 
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to cut away a piece. There is another condition which requires a 
similar proceeding, When the follicles of the tonsils are much enlarg- 
ed, you cannot cure it except by taking off a section, which may not 
be more than one-eighth of an inch thick. You thus clear away the 
walls of the deep follicles and get a flat instead of a “ worm-eaten” 

surface. As to the method of operating, many surgeons do it with a 
bistoury, and Sir William Ferguson, a great surgeon, for whom I had 
the greatest admiration, used to perform it in this way, but it was ter- 
rible to see the patient struggling with a mouth half full of blood be- 
fore the operation was completed. Great surgeons will do all they 
can with a knife instead of what they call a “machine.” I always per- 
form the operation, however, with “a machine”—a tonsillotome. The 
particular form I use is a modification of Physick’s. The great ad- 
vantage of this is, that its mechanism is quite simple, and my modifi- 
cation enables the handle to be fixed on either side of the blade, so 
that the operation may always be performed with the right hand if 
the operator desires, As ageneral rule, lightness of touch is the chief 
desideratum in operating, but in tonsillotomy it is the reverse. Hea- 
viness of touch is the important thing. The tonsillotome must be 
pressed well over the tonsil, which is also to be projected into it by 
pressure with the left thumb placed under the angle of the jaw. I 
once had a colleague who could do very little else, but he took off ton- 
sils marvellously, and as I watched him I observed that it was this 
heaviness of touch that made him so successful. If you don’t attend 
to this you will not take off nearly so much as you desire. Patients 
have come to me a week or a fortnight after the performance of the 
operation by another surgeon, saying that the tonsil had been,remov- 
ed. but has grown again! This, of course, means that enough was 
not removed at the operation. It is most important to take off enough. 
Hemorrhage from this operation is rare, but it has occurred, and the 
carotid in some instances has had to be tied. I once had a serious 
hemorrhage to deal with some.twenty-five years ago. The usual styp- 
tics, and even the cautery, failed to relieve it. At last I tried a reme- 
dy, which I have used ever since with perfect success. A chemist 
had informed me, a short time before, that a small quantity of gallic 
acid would prevent tannic acid dissolving. I mixed two parts of the 
tannic and one of the gallic in a little water, and gave the patient two 
teaspoonfuls, telling him to sip them slowly. The bleeding stopped 
almost.at once. We have since used the preparation at the Throat 
Hospital, and always with perfect success. The patient. must be told 
to swallow the liquid, not gargle. Application with a brush will do 
no good, He should swallow the fluid slowly, as if it were difficult to 
get it down, and must on no account wash out his mouth or gargle.— 
Ledinburgh Medical Journat. 


Lanolin.—lIn a recent number of the Zherapeutische Monatshefte, 
Dr. A. Gottstein, of Berlin, writing of sublimated lanolin as an anti- 
septic, refers to a former communication of his maintaining that. lan- 
olin is proof against destruction by micro-organisms, and that a. layer 
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of it, even without the addition of any antiseptic, resists the passage 
of germs. As a vehicle for antiseptics, it is therefore far superior to 
glycerin and to other fats.— Zx. 


Progress in Otology.—In a paper read before Ky. State Medi- 
cal Society, Dr. S. G. Dabney says: The most valuable of all agents 
for cleansing the ear is peroxide of hydrogen. Since cleanliness is 
the prerequisite to the treatment of pus formations in the ear, this 
agent becomes invaluable. In a paper commending its value, read 
before the Louisville Medico-Chirurgical Society, I drew the follow- 
ing conclusions from its use in ear diseases : 

1. Owing to the strong power possessed by the peroxide of hydro- 
gen as a pus-destroying agent, it is invaluable in the treatment of pu- 
rulent accumulations, especially when situated in cavities where ordi- 
nary methods for their removal are insufficient. 

2. In acute purulent inflammation of the middle ear it will, unas- 
sisted, cut short the discharge in from three to ten days. 

3. Inchronic suppuration of the middle ear unaccompanied by 
necrosis, as a preliminary cleaning agent to the boric-acid treatment, 
it aids materially the therapeutic powers of this method. 

4. It hastens rapidly the healing of abscesses connected with or 
due to necrosed bone, as shown by its use in mastoid disease. 

Politzer, in 1880, recommended pilocarpine in recent cases of laby- 
rinthine disease, on the theory that it stimulated the secretions, and 
thus hastened the absorption of the exudate. Kostegarten, on the 
same principle, tried it in old-standing diseases of the middle ear. He 
says it causes an exudation, and from this ensues pliabil.ty of the 
sclerosed tissues, moistening and softening adhesions, and thus the 
conducting apparatus becomes more movable and capable of transmit- 
ting sohund vibrations. 

While great advancements have been made in the therapeutics of 
chronic suppuration of the middle ear, there remains a certain number 
of these cases that resist all medicinal application. Dr. Sexton, of 
New York, now recommends for these cases surgical methods of treat- 
ment. In general surgery it is familiar to all that chronic suppura- 
tion is always due to obstructed drainage or to disease of the deep 
tissues, usually bone. So, in chronic ear discharges there is obstruc- 
tion to a free outflow of the pus, due to a circumscribed necrosis of 
the fundus of the ear. The rational treatment here is to give exit to 
the pus, and cleanse the cavity with antiseptic solutions. 


Uralium: A new Hypnotic.—Gustavo Poppi, a medical stu- 
dent of Bologna, recently described to the Medico-Chirurgical Society 
of that city the effects of a new hypnotic produced by the combination 
of chloral hydrate with urethan. From experiments on animals and 
on the human subject he concludes that this substance—ura/ium— 
induces sleep more quickly and more certainly than any other known 
hypnotic. It causes no bad effects of any kind. It has been given 
in cases of heart disease and nervous complaints with the best results, 
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even when other hypnotics had failed. The British Medical Journal 
says that experienced practitioners will recognize in Signor Poppi’s 
enthusiastic account of his discovery the familiar trumpet-blast that 
heralds the first appearance of so many new remedies, “which have 
their day and cease to be,” or which, at any rate, soon lose their title 
to therapeutic infallibility—Chemist and Druggist. 


How to clean Hypodermic Syringes.—Syringes, whose canals 
have become obstructed so that a fine wire cannot be drawn through, 
are cleaned by holding them for a moment over a flame; the foreign 
substance is thus quickly destroyed and driven off. If a wire has 
been rusted into the needle, it should be dipped in oil before holding 
over the flame. To remove the rust from the interior of the canula, 
it is well to pass oil through the canula, then heating it; then rinse 
it out with alcohol. The needle is then ready for use.— Deutsch Med. 
Wochenschr., 1889. 








SCIENTIFIC ITEMS. 





Electric Watches and Clocks.—M. L. Hussey, of Menlo Park, 
N. J., has secured a patent for a watch to run by electricity. Mr. 
Hussey has been 11 years at work on his inventions, and has secured 
patents on 13 appliances necessary in the manufacture of his clocks 
and watches. ‘There are four of these, including a marine clock. The 
peculiarity about them is the gravity movement, which, aided by a 
small electric current, the pendulums of the clocks and the large bal- 
ance wheels of the watches. The battery is enclosed in the watch- 
case, and with it the time-piece will run for a whole year without any 
attention. In time it is expected that five-year watches and clocks 
can be manufactured. The new watches and clocks contain only one- 
third as many parts as the ordinary instrument.—/of. Science News. 


Automatic candles.—A new candle has been been brought out, 
which extinguishes itself in an hour. This it does by means of a tiny 
extinguisher of tin, which is fastened in the wax by wires, and which 
effectually performs its task. It is only necessary to remove this di- 
minutive extinguisher when its work is done, and the candle is again 
ready to burn another hour.—/2. 


A new Antidote for morphine is recommended in the /nternation- 
ale Klinische Rundschau, by Prof. Arpao Bokai. This is picrotoxine, 
which he says, exerts an antagonistic action to morphine on the res- 
piratory centres; for, while morphine tends to paralyze these centres, 
picrotoxine exerts a powerful stimulating effect. Prof. Bokai further 
suggests that the previous administration of a small dose of picrotox- 
ine might reduce the danger of asphyxia in chloroform narcosis.—/6 
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Toxicity of the Blood of Salt Water Eels.—Massa an Ital- 
ian savant, has conducted certain experiments which seem to have es- 
tablished the fact that the blood of salt-water eels is possessed of the 
poisonous properties of the venom of snakes, and they only need the 
addition of fangs to render them equally dangerous to life. The 
‘ blood of these sea-eels experimented with killed animals in the same 
way as the venom of snakes—viz: by paralyzing the respiratory or- 
gans. Massa holds that medicaments are of no avail, the only chance 
being tracheotomy and the artificial pumping of air into the lungs. 
Might not this knowledge be turned to some account in the treatment 
of cases of snake-bite ?—Zancet. 


Origin of the Weather.—Mr. B. G. Jenkins, F. R. A. S., has 
propounded an astronomical weather law, which, if it should be veri- 
fied by observation, will certainly prove to be one of the most impor- 
tant additions to our knowledge that this century has witnessed. The 
new theory proceeds upon the asumption that weather is for the most 
part dependent upon what may be termed atmospheric tides. That 
such tides exist is certain, for the same causes which produce tides 
in the ocean are acting upon the vast areal sea which surrounds the 
earth, and must produce in it corresponding results. Looking down 
upon the upper surface of the aqueous ocean, we are naturally led to 
observe the tides, which are, indeed, its most obvious phenomena. 
But being immersed in the aerial ocean, and dwellers upon its bottom, 
we have not the same facilities for observing its tides, and, indeed, 
can know nothing about them save by inference. When, however, we 
set ourselves to draw inferences, there is much that can be done in 
that direction. Long practice in computing ocean tides has made 
our physicians thoroughly familiar with their causes and the method 
of calculating them. Mr. Jenkins has done something of the same 
sort for the atmospheric tides. He has computed the disturbing ef- 
fect of the moon and planets upon that regular succession of tidal 
phases which would result from the earth’s motion round the sun if 
the sun and the earth were the only members of the solar system, and 
he has thus obtained a curve representing deviations from mean wea- 
ther, which, he says, compares astonishingly well with the records of 
some observatories to which he has had access. He cites the case 
of Jamaica, to which he sent out a lunar chart prepared according to 
his theory. “Qn it,” he says, “occur the twenty-six crests of the lu- 
nar curve, and the twenty-six corresponding crests in the barometric 
curve of Jamaica.” It may be that the moon is destined some day 
to take by scientific authority the rank as presiding deity of the wea- 
ther which popular tradition has long assigned to her; though it seems 
strange that such complicated phenomena as are presented by the va- 
riations of weather in our own climate, for instance, should be capa- 
ble of receiving so simple an explanation. Be that as it may, it is at 
ieast time that scientific meteorology made a distinct advance; and, 
until: some comprehensive and far-reaching law is securely demonstra- 
ted, every attempt, even though: perchance unsuccessful to reach it, 
will awaken interest and command attention—Zance?. 
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PRACTICAL NOTES AND FORMULA. 





Thompson’s Fever Syrup.—Dr. C. S. Harris of Rome Ga., 
writes: “I send you the formula of the famous Fever Syrup, so pop- 
ular thirty or forty years ago as a remedy in typhoid and continued 
fevers, and which, in my own long experience in the profession, has 
proven the most efficient remedy in typhoid fever I have ever known. 
I yet use it with remarkable success : 


BR Syrup of rhubarb 4 ounces. 
Tine. valerian 2 ounces. 
Oil of sasafras 20 drops. 
Piperin Io grains. 
Bi. carb. soda 20 grains. 


Mix the oil of sassafras and piperin strongly with the syrup before 
adding the valerian. Dose, from a teaspoonful to a tablespoonful, in 
four or five tablespoonfuls of sweet milk, every three hours. 

Sometimes, though not often, I give quinine in connection with the 
syrup. The syrup is given both during the exacerbation of fever and 
the intermission. 

In small children I reduce the quantity of piperin in the formula to 
5 grains.

L. Porter, Superintendent of Census returns is sending out to the 
medical profession throughout the country “Physician’s Registers” for the pur- 
pose of obtaining more accurate returns of deaths than it is possible for the 
enumerators to make. It is earnestly hoped that physicians in every part of 
the country will co-operate with the Census Office in this important work. 
The record should be kept from June 1, 1889, to May 31, 1890. Nearly 26,000 
of these registration books were filled up and returned to the office in 1880, 
and nearly all of them used for statistical purposes, It is hoped that double 
this number will be obtaincd for the Eleventh Census. 

Physicians not receiving Registers can obtan them by sending their names 
and addresses to the Census Office, and, with the Register, an official envelope 
which requires no stamp, will be provided for their return to Washington. 

If all medical and surgical practitioners throughout the country will lend 
their aid, the mortality and vital statistics of the Eleventh Census will be more 
comprehensive and complete than they have ever been. Every physician 
should take a personal pride in having this report as full and accurate as it is 
possible to make it.

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MoNOBROMATED CAmMPuor.—Seeing a prescription of monobromated cam- 
phor for dysentery in the last number of our Journal, a medical friend writes : 

“Will you be so kind as to write me the sphere of effectiveness and useful- 
ness you attribute to monobromated camphor? To which we answer that we 
have rarely used this preparation except in the summer diarrhoa and dysen- 
teries of infants, especially of teething children. Bromated camphor, says 
Wood, was first introduced by Prof. Deneffe (Pres. Med. Bilge, 1871) as a ner- 
vous sedative, and as an antispasmodic. Our present knowledge of the phy- 
siological properties are derived from experiments upon frogs by Bourneville 
and of Pellicani in 1874, in which it was shown that the drug impairs reflex 
excitability. It is this refiex excitability in teething children that brings about 
the convulsions and brain troubles so fatal in that class of sufferers. 

The best form for using the remedy in infants is the following: 


R& Monobromated camphor, grs. x. 
Sugar of milk, grs. 90. 

M. and triturate thoroughly. Dose, 1 to 4 grs every two, three or four hours, 
according to the urgency of the case. As the discharges become less frequent it 
will suffice to give one after each evacuation until sufficiently controlled. 

The remedy restrains the bowels, and promotes sleep, but does not endanger 
the brain or disturb the secretions like opium, and may therefore be substitu- 
ted for paregoric in many instances with improved results. 

To adults we sometimes combine it, in larger doses, with morphine or Do- 
ver’s powder, in dysentery, after the action of calomel, and with happy effect.

The Charity Hospital contains seven hundred beds, the number of 
patients annualiy aumitted varies from six to eight thousand and the number of visiting patients 
varies from twelve to jourteen thousand.

After the total fees (for two full courses) of $305, as above, hgve been paid, no fees (except the 
$30 Diploma fee) are required for subsequent courses, however numerous. The payment of the 
total may be distributed over a three years course, as follows, viz; $115 the first year; $110 
the second year; and $110 the third year. Students and graduates can select such partial cour- 
ses as each may desire. All fees are payable in advance. 

Students who have attended and paid for two fuli courses of lectures, the lastof which was in 
this institution, are entitled to attend thereafter without charge. 

Candidates for graduation are required to be twenty-one years of age, to have studied three 
years, to have attended two full courses of lectures, and to pass a satisfactory examination. 

Graduates of other respectable schools are admitted on payment of the Matriculation and half 
Lecture Fees. They cannot, however, obtain the Diploma of the University without passing the 
regular examination and paying the regular Graduation Fee.
